MARKET  SUMMARY  - NOVEMBER  1974 


The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  lanifprm  producer  price  is  $8.66  per  cwt.  at  pool  plants 
for  milk  testing  3-3%  butterfat.  The  producer  butterfat  differential  is  7.9  cents  for 
each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3*5^  test.  This  is  a price  decrease  of 
20  cents  below  November  1973  a-nd  an  increase  of  31  cents  above  October  1974. 

In  November  1974,  Q9.7%  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I 
at  $8.84  per  cwt.,  6.9%  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $6.86  per  cwt.  and  3.8^  was  priced 

in  Class  III  at  $6.?6  per  cwt.  for  milk  testing  3>^%  butterfat.  The  November  butter- 

fat differential  for  all  milk  testing  above  or  below  3*5^  is  7.9  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  November  1974  was  26,155 >743  pounds 

which  is  an  increase  of  3>464,594  pounds  or  a daily  average  increase  of  15*3^  compared 

with  November  1973.  The  November  daily  average  deliveries  frcan  549  producers  was 
1,588  pounds.  This  compares  to  553  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,3^8  pounds 
per  day  dxiring  November  1973. 


PRODUCER  MILK  BASE  NOTICE 

Each  producer  for  the  Chattanooga  marketing  area  began  September  1,  1974,  to  establish 
a new  milk  base  to  be  used  in  making  payment  to  such  producer  during  the  month  of 
March  through  July  1975.  The  1975  daily  average  base  will  be  computed  by  dividing 
each  producer’s  total  Grade  A milk  deliveries  to  a handler(s)  during  September  1,  1974 
through  Januaiy  31>  1975  by  the  nmber  of  days  from  the  first  day  of  delivery  during 
such  months  to  the  last  day  of  January,  inclusive,  but  by  not  less  than  120  days. 
Producers  will  be  paid  a uniform  price  for  their  total  milk  deliveries  during  Axigust 
1974  through  February  1975.  A producer  base  is  assigned  to  the  name  (payroll  account) 
as  reported  by  the  handler  receiving  the  milk.  Producers,  particulary  partnerships, 
are  urged  to  see  that  their  name(s)  are  correctly  listed  with  the  receiving  plant  ^d 
the  Market  Administrator.
